Now that work has been resi'med 


ex, end the N. 0. & 0. Railroad northward 
»»ya tho lessen Advocate, there is hip 
lhal before slopping they will bnild on t 
Madeline Plains to a point about 125 mile 
northward from Buuo. By eo doing the 
will bo iu position to offer suoh induce 
taunts to shippers that, in addition to othe 
freights, they will secure the shipment o 
the vast quantity of wool grown in south 
eastern Oregon and northeastern Oalifor 
nia. In the past, ne»riy all the woo 
grown in that section of country has gon 


_ to the San Francisco market over the Gal 


fornia & Oregon Bailroad, because that wa 
most convenient, bat this we hope 
loon be obaug'd. For years the woo 
sheared from sheep ranged in the foo 
hills and the northern end of the Sacra 
monto valley haa been concentrated at tb 
thriving town of Red Bluff, where aunaa 
sales are uiado to buyers who congregal 
there from the East and West. Some 
the advantages thus accruing to the growe 
of wool and the BUrro'jndiug country it 
thuv tha lull value of clips goes direct I 
the seaboard, there to await the pleasure o 
commisuion dealers and warehouse owner 
for its disposition. It is bat natural for 
commission dcmlor, who owes a largo war 
house ia which, is stored the wool of 
dozen proJucors, at so much per ton pe 
month until »old, to take all the time h 
can la which to dispose of it, for the lunge 
it ia stored the greater his lent accoun 
will be. It is not to be expected tha 
under gnoh oircutnstuncps he would be aa 
anxious to sell aa though the position o 
grower and dealer were reversed. Now th 
advantage to the growers of this section o 
the country in having nil of their produc 
centered nt Iteoo wonld be that o marke 
placa would at once spring up there, tb 
same as at Bod Bluff, The quotations te 
us that the United States yields n 
wool that commands so large a price as tha 
from southern Oregon, northern Caliform 
and the State of Nevada. Hence, it mus 
be of a superior grade, long staple, an 
good fiber; therefore, if the owners of i 
will concentrate it at Beno, the spring oil 
in a giveo mouth and the fall clip in tb 
sanio way, they will command the attend 
ance cf manufacturers and buyers, andth 
point being accessible to all, they can d 
their own selling, and thui save a nice per 
oeutage. Fine warehouses will need to b 
built at Beno, and ol course, many rnaj 
want lo secure advantages for a time from 
the banks on tbeir stored wool, bat there i 
no leanon why Beno business men an 
capitalists cannot furnish snch aocommo 
dations of cash aud storage as cheaply « 


any. 
thereby creating additional buaines 


opportunities aa that prosperous inlan 
oily, and at the same time afford the pro 
duoers, whose products ihould naturally 
center there, lo go m person and deal di 
reotly with the consumer. 


It such a result could be acoomplishei 


for all the products of the earth, there 
won'd ba fewer middle men enriched atth> 
farmers cost, nnd greater prosperity for all

BOARD OF TRADE!. 


Silver Slate: Tbe State Board ol Trade 


has drafted a new Constitution which is 
published in the Beno JocBNAii, a laige 
extra edition of which has been priuted by 
tn» Board for general distribution. 
It 


proposes radical changes in the State Gov- 
ernment which nill materially decease 
expenses, and it reduces the number of 
counties in the State from fourteen to 
eight. 


As a proposition to call a Constitutional 


Convention wili be submitted to the voters 
at the November election, and it is quite 
probable that it will receive fnvorable con- 
sideration, the action of the Board ia draft- 
ing a new fundamental law is timely as it 
will bring the question prominently befote 
the people. 


Some of the changes proposed by the 


Board will cause local dissatisfaction. This 
is unavoidable as the consolidation of 
counties will reduce the cumber of county 
seats and a town will naturally object t 
being deprived of the seat of govern men 


But doesn't tha Board of Trade in draf 


ing this Constitution show what reform 
might be accomplished in legislating 
Nevada? The Executive Committee of tba 
Board has proved that a few individua 
can enact all the laws necessary for Ih 
welfare of the people. Instead, therefore 
of having a legislative body of sixty mem 
berd with over half taut number of attache 
in session for sixty days biennially, at a 
expense lo tho taxpayer of about $60,OOC 
Ibu Board of Trade might be empowere 
to pass such laws aa may be ceeetsary, o 
the Legislature reduced to one-fourth it 
present membership.

There is a pace, especially when going 
down hill, which practically deprive 
the rider of all control over his machine 
He can guide it, but that ia all. A* for 
pulling up quickly, as well might th 
angine driver of an express train attemp 
'bo do so. Nor even in the matter o 
guiding has the cyclist a free hand. An; 
large deviation from the straight line o 
his course would, if he were pelting 
along at the rate of eighteen or twentr 
miles an hour, inevitably cause an up 
aet. 
He has nothing for it, therefore 


but to trust to luck and the chapter o 
accident*, which he does with a sang 
froid that would be truly admirabl 
were it not so largely tinctured wit! 
recklessness. 


When he mounts to the brow of 


steep hill and looks down at the declin 
stretching oat before him he knows per 
fectly well that if he once allows hi 
steel steed to "take charge" there can be 
no attempt to pull up until the bottom 
is reached. Equally aware is he tha 
by timely application of the brake an 
by "back pedaling" the machine can b 
kept at a moderate pace, admitting o 
guidance and of stopping. But because 
it -is a pleasant rush down hill at th 
speed of a racer without any exertion h 
takes his feet off the pedals, sets his 
teeth tight and, to use his own expres- 
sion, "leta her slide." The result is tha 
if any pedestrian chances to block his 
way—being perhaps too deaf to hear th 
warning bell—a fearful collision take 
place, and one or the other is killed. 
Cyclists have yet to learn, apparently 
that the responsibility of keeping clea 
of people on foot rests on the drivers o 
vehicles,—London Graphic.

A Mountain of Salt. 


A mass of 80,000,000 tons of pure 


solid, compact rock salt, located on an 
island 185 feet high, which rises from . 
miserable sea marsh on the route from 
Brashear to New Iberia, up the river 
Teohe in Louisiana, is one of the won 
dew of the world. How this island 
which contains over 800 acres of excel 
lent land, ever came into existence in 
such a locality is a matter of conjecture 
Vegetation is prolific and the scenery ia 
beautiful and varied. In the center o: 
thia island, which is the only solid spot 
in the vast expanse of sea marsh for 
miles around, rises Salt peak, the largest 
body of exposed rock salt in the world 
Having never been surveyed, its exaci 
extent is as yet unknown. However, En- 
gineer Brown, who has visited it, says 
that there is not less than 90,000,000 
tons of pure crystal salt in sight. The 
dazzling clearness of Salt peak forms a 
striking contrast with somber lagoons, 
bayous and salt marshes which surrounc 
it on all sides.—St. Louis Republic.
